IS URGING BIG LOAN 


Havana. Oct. 21.—In consequence cf 


tin- refusal of the Cuban congress to con- 
vene, in extraordinary session to con- 
sider the presidental message urgently 
recommending a new foreign loan of 
$ir>.finn.nnn. President Mario Menocol to- 
day issued nil appeal to the Cuban peo- 
ple declaring that he may be compelled 
to have recourse to extraordinary meas- 
ures in the event of continued obstin- 
ucy on the part of congress. 


President Menoeol says: 
"I have been compelled to address the 


people ,if the republic directly by reason 
of tin- gravest confusion in nublic af- 
fairs produced by the lack of a quorum 
in both houses of congress, whereby the 
working of all departments of the gov- 
ernment has been paralyzed. Tha people 
should understand the character of this 
most lamentable conflict and be pre- 
pared for what may result from it." 


The president explains then that the 


urgency of the loan caused by the neces 
sity of paying off the indebtedness in- 
curred by the previous liberal adminis- 
tration. 
He lavs the blamo for the 


present serious condition upon the ob- 
structive and unconstitutional tactics 
adopted by the liberal senators and rep- 
resentatives.

The house provision some witnesses 


liave held was too broad, allowing prac- 
tically all paper of certain maturities 
designated to he re-discounted. Others, 
particularly representatives of smaller 
banks in the middlewest h'ivc contended 
that the re-discount provisions would be 
useless' to 
them. 
Senators 
Bristow, 


Hitchcock, Roed and Xelson have shown 
an inclination to extend the length c< 
the maturity of a certain prc'-cntage of 
the. paper the reserve banks might re- 
discount to enable country banks hold- 
ing six and nine months paper to enjoy 
the advantages of the now system. 
Some amendment along this line con- 
nected with a more definite designation 
of "commercial paper" probably will be 
written into the. bill. 


Need Right to Demand. 


Under the hill as passed by the house 


the regional reserve banks may discount 
paper without limit for their member 
hanks, but no provision is made that 
gives member'hanks the right to dcmaiK 
such discounts.
